Annual Report of the Commissioner of
the Land Office—Lands Disposed
of During the Year—Pre-
emption and Homestead
Rights—Railway and
Bpecial Grants.

We extraet from the report of Land Commnlsgioner

The Public Land System.

The operations of the public land system during
ihe Nsoal yeur ending June B0, 1500, were prosecuted
in all the public land States aud Territories except
Wyoming and Alaska. Burveys have been comploted
in Ohlo, Indiang, 1linols, Miohigan, Migsourl, Ala-
bama, ‘llnuhmlpp!. Wiscousin, and loww. The entire
ares of the publle domain 18 1,80 09400 asres, of
which, during the past yoar, 10,528,586 acres werc
Burveyed, lnvelving 40,548 Hneal miles of sarvey.
The entire area surveyed s bos,007, 7052 acres, leaving
unsurveyed 1A% 400,648 gores, Iuteresting aeoonnts
of boundury surveys are glveo, with chorographical
and topegraphical information of great valae,

The liberality of onr naturallzation laws has frawn
an immense lwmigration from  EBurope,  Abont
10,000,000 of our popuiation are diue to this canse,
These have largely avalled themeelves of the kindly
provisiong of our lned laws, sbsorbing an lmmenss
Amount of puly v Innd, It s estimared that forsign
Immigrants havo bronglt to thig conntry, sionee 1700,
$400,000,600, goid value. Grants of land have boep
muade Lo omcors wud soldicrs of the diferent wars of
the repoblic, thus tesufying the nation's gratitode to
18 delenders.  Our lmmonse grants (o ald of popular
